The highest court in the United 
States has decided the Governor’s 
contest case in favor of Mr. Beck- 
barn, and he is now’ the legal Gov- 
ernor of the State of Kentucky. 
Throughout this long and bitter 
struggle, the Democrats have been 
advocates of civil liberty and pro- 
tection of human life and the abso- 
lute acquiescence to all law, right 
•and justice. From the very begin- 
ning of the contest before the Leg- 
islature to the close of the legal 
battle in the courts, the Democrats 
have complied with each and every 
letter of the law', advocating its 
enforcement and respecting its 
mandates. Party strife should now 
cease; political slander should be 
stopped, and all should bow their 
heads im submission to the courts.

It is 
purely a matter of personal courtesy 
from one Governor to another; but 
the people of the proud States of 
Kentucky and Indiana, deep down 
in their hearts, will condemn the 
action of Gov. Mount in refu.sing to 
surrender Finley.
